REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 


The Home Mission Board is stronger in the confidence-of Southern 
Baptists to-day than eyer before in the Sixty-three years of its history. 
The work it has accomplished, and is accomplishing, well merits this 
confidence. Thousands of churches, houses of worship in almost every 
city and many country places, and tens of thousands of converts are 
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monuments te its faithfulness and effectiveness as a denominational 
agent. The partial summary of the work done by the Board’s inde- 
pendent aud co-operative workers during the past year shows how sig- 
nal has been this success: . 

Sermons and addresses, 126,239 ° 

Prayer meetings 13,794 

Religious visits 227,474 

Baptisms 22,402 

Received by letter 18,015 

Potel additions to churches 40,417 

Churches constitated 3387 

iouses of worship built and improved 338 

Sunday Schools organized 1,057 

Bibles and Testements distributed 26,837 

In addition to the above there were 327 conversions in the Board's 
mountain schools. 

It will be seen that there were more than one hundred additions to 
the churches for each day in the year. 

Figures canaot tell the story of holy Christian influence exerted by 
these workers, nur the power in life, experience and character of 
226,239 sermons, and 227,474 religious visits. 

The denomination showed its growing appreciation of, this work by 
increasing its contribution, to Home Missions by $27,308.94, the total 
contribution being $248,138.17 last year. é 

A Committee, consisting of two brethren from each State, was ap- 
pointed at Hot Springs to name a reasonable sum to be raised for 

lome Missions this year and to suggest an apportionment of the 

amount among the states. The sum decided upon as reasonable was 
$325,000, whieb was divided in just proportion among the sévera) states, 
the amount suggested for Mississippi being 825,00). While this appor- 
tionment is oniy a suggestion, yet with the history of the work before 
us, and especially in view of the success of last year, we feel that every 
effort should be made té real'ze every dollar of the $25,000 suggested 
for our State. Werecommeud, therefore, that this Association heartil 
¢o-operate in the e@ort to raise this amount for the support of a wor 
whieh has been so signally blessed of God and which has accomplished 
so much good.

FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The basis of all foreign mission work is found in John 5:16—"'God so 
loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son, that Whosoever 
belieyeth in Him should not perish, but have everlasting life.” Christ 
was the missionary from beaven to a lost world. Having risen in 
triumph from the grave He told His disciples that as the Father had 
sent Him, so He sentthem. The field is the world; the command comes 
from the Lord. So long as there is one unconverted soul in all the 
world, so ae will this command ring vut clearly to God’s people. It 
is sad to think that there are to-day over eight hundred million souls 
who know not of Christ, but who linger in heathen darkness. Their 
onditiop is pitiable. The men live in iniquity; the women and chil-

dren grope in blight and night. And yet the people of God entrusted 
with the light decline to send them the truth. Our pride and self- 
ishoess are ministered unto, while famishing souls are dying for the 
Bread of Life. We buiid finer churches and finer homes and supply 
ourselves with the luxuries of life while souls are dying who know not 
the Son of God. 

Our Foreign Mission Board last year made a good report of progress. 
_Over $400,000 was contributed, and our Board ws enabled to report 
“No debt” at the close of the Convention Year. While this »hould 

ratify us in one way, yet in another We should fee! a sense of shawe' 

or, throughout the bounvs of our Southern Buptist Convent on, it 

meunt that we had given on an average of only twenty cents apivce 
through the year. ‘The fact was brought out at the Southera Baptist 
Conyention that in the bounds of our Convention there are, over ten 
thousand churches which gave nothing at all fur foreign missivns last 
vear. We hope that not a cbucch io our Association wili stand in the 
non-contributing column for this great work of the Master. 

During the ,ear tweoty four new missiovaries were sevt out. We 
have now i the field a force of 222 missionaries, 334 native assist- 
anis, that is 556 workers. How few are thesey however, from two mi |- 
ion Soutitern Baptist-. Let us pray the Lord ty thrust forth other la- 
borers into the fields white now unto harvest. 

We are glad to repor: that, in conuection with our work in the differ- 
ent mission lands, there are eight theological schools. These are train- 
ing about 150 students who are to go sul and preach the gospel. These 
native preachers ure greatly needed for evangelistic work as well as 
for the training of the thousands of new converts in tue mession lands. 

Our Fureigon Boa:d bas sent out twelve medical missionaries, aud 
these last year treated 38.000,patients. This medivat work resenes the 
hearts of the peop e as no other work. Not only is access gotteilto the 
poor aad needy, but also to those who are wealthy and powerful. 

We praise God for 2,174 converts who were added by baptism Jast 
year. e should pray to Him that He will gather many souls this 
year through our workers on the foreign tields. . 

At the Southern Baptist Convention it was decided that we try to 
raise twenty-five per cent. more for fureign missions this year than lust. 
But many of our churches ought to double cr quadruple their gifts. Lo 
make a noble advance someone must take the lead in the church. May 
our laymen feel called on to take a leading part in this great work. 

Upon request valuable literature may be obtained from the Foreign 
Mission Board at Richmond, Virzinia. We suggest that every pastor 
secure a supply of mission tracts for distribution among his people. 

We recommend that our pastors most earnestly present the claims of 
a lost world, and that pasturs and people pray to God that from our 
bounds may go some who shall preach the glorious gospel to ‘hose who 
wait in lands of darkness and sin. W. J. Errine,

The marvelous growth and de- 
velopment ef our State alonug material lines, new towns being built, 
new ood being brought into our borders through emigration, call 
loudly upon our people to keep pace with these things in the work of 
evangelization? During the past year abou one hundred men have la- 
bored under the Board By these 450 have been baptized, and 1,461 
in “neeitngs where they have labored with others, One hundred and 
sixty places have been occupied as nursing and much work wrought in 
the way of improving and building new houses of worship. May the 
Lord lead us to greater thinys in this great field.

Surely the old * Soldiers 
of the Cross” who have worn themselves out in the service of the Mas- 
ter, those old and needy, ought to share in the church's gifts. There 
are a number in the State, two in our own Association, who have been 
helped. The State Board expended, in our bounds, more than is being 
given by our churches. Let us do better. Our churches should make 
regular contributions to this fund.

ng to the Lord’s word. . 

9. We believe that a gospel church is a band of true believ. 
ere in Christ, who have been regularly baptized apo a profess- 
ion of their faith in Him, and that there are but two officers in 
the church, the elder, or pastor, and deacon. 

10. We believe it to be the duty of each church to extend and 
circulate the word of God as far as their means will enable them 
to do so. 

li. We believe in the New Testament doctrine of Missions. 
That the great commission given to the disciples of Christ be- 
fore His asension, as recorded in Matthew 28 :18-20, is obligatory 
upon the disctples of every gensration ; that the chief business 
of a church in the world is to give the gospel to the world; that 
it is the solpmn duty, and the exalted privilege ot the belieyer 
to extend the Master’s Kingdom by prayer, by personal effort, 
and by the giving of money to the propagation of the gos pel 
throughout the world. 

12. We believe in the resurrection of the bodies of men, and 
in a future and general judgment, and that the heppiness of the 
righteous and the punishment of the wick»d shalt be eternal 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. The Association shall be opened by prayer.
